13. (Amended) A microarray device comprising: 

(a) an electrode array device comprising a plurality of electrode cells, a porous matrix, 
and a plurality of affinity anchor molecules, wherein the affinity anchor molecule is an [selected 
from the group consisting of] oligonucleotide[s] [, peptides and mixed oligo-peptides L wherein 
the porous matrix overlays the electrode arrav device and wherein the plurality of affinity anchor 
molecules are located within the porous matrix : and 

(b) a plurality of molecules of interest, wherein each molecule of interest comprises [a]
